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Rage Against Mumia’s Sentence

I recently attended a Rage 
Against the Machine concert, and I’d 
like to tell you what I saw; the most 
electrifying performance possibly ever 
to set foot in Tennessee. Two things 
made it interesting; one was wave of 
cigarette smoke and the toxins of, uh,

If you don’t 
know. Rage, a 
heavy metal 
Los Angeles- 
based band, 
has been the

Mrs. Qian is one of MBA’s 
math teachers who teaches many 
classes in the high school, 
an Algebra I class in the 
Junior School, and is the 
head of Math Counts.

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The History of Candy: Part I

One of the biggest issues 
surrounding MBA right now is the 
disappearance of the cafeteria's candy 
rack. It is also shrouded in mystery: 
Who took away the candy? Why was it 
taken away? What must be done to get 
it back? What happened to the cup of 
toothpicks at the hot food bar? To find 
the answers to these questions, this 
reporter delved deep into MBA’s 
history, starting with Montgomery Bell 
himself. 

When Montgomery Bell first 
came to Tennessee in the 1700’s, he 
found many deposits of iron ore, which 
he shipped down the river in exchange 
for cash and candy bars. He would find, 
though, that by the time he returned 
home, many of his candy bars had 
mysteriously vanished, and all of his 
sailors had become sick with the over 
consumption of food (stomach aches).
